NOW IS TIME 
TO PREPARE 
FALL GARDENS 


AUBURN—According to many 
successful vegetable growers, 
preparation for the fall gar. 
den should begin this month. 
Garden experts point out 
that there is not likely to be 
Space in crowded gardens for 
fall vegetables unless a defin- 
ite planting plan is followed, 


with release of space when 
spring vegetables have been 
harvested, 

It is not enough, however, 


just to have space for planting 
crops in July, August, and 
September, warns API Exten- 
sion Horticulturist John Bag- 
by. The soil must be  condit- 
ioned by early preparation if 
late growth is to be satisfact- 
ory. 

The garden specialist point- 
ed out that the most common 
risk in late summer planting is 
shortage of water in the soil. 
He explained that summer 
heat dries the ground quick- 
ly and early crops and weeds 
further reduce water supplies. 
Most seasons in late years have 
shown long periods without 
rain, 

June preparation of soil for 
late crops cannot produce fa- 
vorable weather, of course, but 
it can help gardens make best 
use of rains that fall before 
mid-July. 

Soil preparation in June is 
designed to provide a reservoir 
of soil water, because all rain 
is caught and most of it is held 
in, well prepared soil. 

Weed destruction is provided 
by weekly cultivation of fall 
earden land between now and 
late summer planting. Bagby 
pointed out that there can also 
be some measure of insect re- 
cuction if soil is kept free of all 
between June and late 
July or early August.

Fostering economic prosper- 
ity in a community is as much 
the responsibility of a news- 
paper as encouragement of 
good government, good schools 
and community health. 

In fact, in prompting busi- 
ness activity, the newspaper 
aids in building better public 
institutions. For good govern- 
ment and good schools grow 
from sound economic roots. 
They are dependent on the 


business health of the com- 
munity. 
Most local business men 


know that the advertising out- 
let provided by a newspaper is 
a major stimulus. prosperity. 
However, few people real.ze 
how much the typical ney 
per contributes to com i 
economy through its news col- 
umns.

FARM RECORDS 
PLAN WILL PAY 
FOR ITS TIME 


AUBURN— Many cows’ on 
Alabama farms don’t produce 
enough to pay for the feed 
they consume, the housing 
they require, and the hours 
of labor spent in taking care 
of them. 

API Exvension Assistant 
Dairyman Sam Jones Jr., said 
that many dairy herds would 
produce better if the pooreso 


cows were eliminated, A herd 
of 12 cows, for instance, might 
produce more milk if a neor 


producer were culled and her 
teed divided among the better 
ones, 

The, only 
find low 


reliable way to 
producers that pull 
down a herd’s efficiency is to 
keep some kind of records, 
Jones suggested. Of course, re- 
cord-keeping itself doesn’t in. 
crease production, but it pro- 
vides information needed for 
etlicient operation. On the ba- 
sis of records, a dairyman can 
identify unprofitable cows that 
hould be culled and do a bet- 
ter job of feeding and manag. 
ing those left in the herd 
Several types of 
keeping 


record- 
plans are available to 
Alabama dairymen through 
county agents. The simplest 
and least expensive of these of 
new Weigh-A-Day A Month 
plan, especially designed to 
meet the needs of the small 
operator who cannot afford to 
invest much time or expense 
in record-keeping, 


Dairymen who keep records 
just naturally become better 
farmers because their records 
reveal possibilities for improve- 
ment. Last year, recomls were 
kept on five and a half per- 
cent of Alabama cows. 

Average production for all 
cows in the state was 3,500 
pounds, while production of 
DHIA cows in Alabama was 6,- 
754. The national average per 
cow in the U. S. was 6,162 
pounds of milk in 1957; cows 
under the Dairy Herd Improve- 
ment Association plan produc- 
ed an average of 9,713 pounds 
of milk.
